The 
formr r rr' • (i. ni wanted the T'nitod 
States to ki ep pare with foreign na- 
tions In the matter of battleship 
building and to retain Its relative rank 
In naval streugth. lu order to insure 
that two battleships at least would 
be authorlzi'ii in one year. Mr Roose- 
Telt asked for four of tho ships, know- 
ing that In all human probability con- 
gress would coinpromlae tbe matter 
and give him the tWO sMps tkat be 
really wanted. 

It was said at the time that if Mr. 
Rixisevelt had asked for two ships, he 
would have been given only one. For 
some reason or other congress did 
nrif give the former president the sii[»- 
jiort that apparently the country was 
giving him In his various fields of 
adminl.sf rative endeavor. When the 
Panama ranal Is opened, the voyage 
from the Atlantic roast of the I nlted 
Stafee to the Pacific coast will be a 
comparatlv'ly short one, and there- 
fore it will not b" ditllrull in cases 
of emerg'-nry to send a huge fleet to 
the weiitern waters. As things are 
now, of course, the voyage has to be 
made around ("ape Morn, following 
the track wlilih the battleship fleet 
took tno yi'.iiP apo in making the first 
part of Its ji.urii' y around the world 

Some luaval olTlcers say that It 
might be a good plan to build a 32,000- 
ton Dreadnought and put into ita tur- 
rets guna of tbe largeat caliber for 
the purpoae of teatlag tbe aalllag 
qualitiea and tba flgbtlng efllcloncy of 
aucb a boat If a Dreadnought of tbe 
Bite planned by the secretary of tbe 
navy should be built along tho most 
careful lines and abould prove to be 
toeSclent. tbe leaaon taught might be 
worth tbe 14 or 16 million dollara that 
It would cost to construct It for if it 
were ohown that such a vessel were 
imprsotleabio. tbsro would bo ao more 
czperlmoBtlag, and all tho energies 
of tho departaioat woold be oxorted 
to perfoet vessels of tho slso that It 
waa known eooM ho bailt aad oper- 
ted aafoly aa< with high offensive 
eBcleney.
